(1) At least six months’ residence 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years.

as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taiming patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mothers : 

(3) If asettfer hes ebteined a pat- 
ent for bis homestead, @ a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent 
countersigned im the manner ,;Tres- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicinity of the first 


(4) If the settler has his perman- 
ent “residence upon farming land 
owned by him im the vicinity of his 
homestead, the requirements of this 
Act as to residence may be satisfied 
by residence upon said land. 

The term “vicimity” used above is 

meant to indicaie the same township 
or am adjeining ox cernering town- 
ship. 
A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clamses 2, 3, or 4, must 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildimg for their accommodation, 
and have besides 80 acres substan- 
tially fenced. 

The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by Iaw ts those settlerg 
only who comrteted the duties upon 
thet first homesteads to entitle 
them to patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 1889. 

Every homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancelled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent shauld be 
made at the end of three years be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, on 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent, the settler 
must give six months’ netice in writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do sa.
